To Help Counteract 


Business Decline 


WASHINGTON, Jan 
15 UP - 
The government 
slashed stock 
margin requirements today as 
continued declines in American 
income and output were reported 
for December. 
Effective tomorrow, the Federal 
Reserve Board announced, stock 
market margins will be cut from 
70 to Sd per cent. 
It was obviously a move aimed 
helping counteract the business 
recession and an accompanying 
decline of stock market values. 
A short time before the reserve 
board made its announcement.; 
the Commerce Department re 
ported that personal income fell 
in December to an annual rate of 
$324 800,000 OOO, or 24 billion be­ 
low the November rate. 


Production Decline* 
Industrial production dropped 
during the month to the lowest 
point since the nationwide steel 
strike of mid-1956 
The reserve 
board said the December rate was 
136 per cent of the 1947-49 aver­ 
age. 
But the board s monthly sum­ 
mary of business conditions had 
some reassuring elements. 
"Construction a c t i v i t y was 
maintained at an advanced level, 
and retail sales increased slight­ 
ly." it said. "From mid-December 
to mid-January, prices of industri­ 
al commodities were stable, while

Were you made uncomfortable, in reading 
this passage, by the absence of apostrophes? 
Probably; it s not what you re used to. But is the 
meaning any less clear because apostrophes were 
omitted? 
This is doubted by the Scottish educator. 
Hp is H 
J. Meehan, headmaster of St. John s 
School. Portobello. Edinburgh. Other punctuation 
marks, he points out. reflect changes in the way 
people speak After a pause, the voice is dropped 
at a period, it is raised at an interrogation point, 
and so on. 
But the apostrophe, as used to indicate the 
possessive case. has no relation to the spoken 
word. and it isn t necessary for intelligibility. 
The apostrophe has another use It denotes 
an elision, as in haven t for have not, it s for it 
is. and the like. The fact that it has two entirely 
different functions can be a source of confusion. 
as when it causes mixed-up school children to 
write it s when they mean its. 
It may be argued that apostrophes are need­ 
ed to mark the possessive (ase. If that is so. it 
would be logical to write it s for the possessive 
of it. and their s, her s. our s— if not hi s— for 
other possessive pronouns. 
Why, Mr. 
Meehan asks, should teachers 
make a child* life la child* life?! miserable by 
teaching complications that lack the slightest 
practical value'* He

stimulate the mind and the spirit. Going to the 
opera is not only an enjoyable activity; it can even 
become a habit, 
tine listens lo the same opera 
doyens of times and wonders how differently It is 
Interpreted each time. 


American singers and artists are usually not given 
to the tantrum s that used to be so characteristic of 
sopranos and tenors, although the really great ones, 
such as Caruso, never tried to attract attention to 
them selves by acting queer. 
The truth of what happened in Rome to M aria 
Callas we shall probably never know because the story 
has been muddied by politicians, press agents, a 
husband, the Italian Parliam ent, Elsa Maxwell, and a 
thousand eye-witnesses. It has happened before that a 
singer lost the voice from a cold or because he ate 
crabm cat or oysters or som ething and got a belly­ 
ache 
Why is it that in the case of the New York born 
Callas, everybody, except her husband and Elsa Max­ 
well, suspecting m alingering, which is a fancy word for 
‘putting it on," as they used to say when the little 
girl banged her head on the floor? 
Callas, as a New York girl, seem s to have gone 
pore European than the older Europeans. The Romans 
ihowed their contem pt; they got another gal to sing 
N orm a.'’ and turned Callas down cold when she even 
hreatened to sue to be perm itted to sing. Such is the 
way of music-lovers. If Lily Pons or Robeivi Peters 
lang off key. an Am erican audience would be for­ 
giving. but Callas has got herself all fouled up in 
em peram ent which is the external expression off the 
stage of insecurity on the stage. 


in this country, audiences usually give the 
artist the breaks. We do not go in for hissing and 
booing the way they do in Europe, and artists 
w ho hire claques to applaud them are regarded as 
^ 
bad characters. 
As a matter of fact, practically 
everybody is applauded on the general assumption 
that this is a tough chore and give the little girl 
a big bandi 
I 


It might be suggested to Callas that the best 
thing to do is to play it straight for the next year or 
two and to get a reputation of being regular. 
Then 
she will get applause without tantrum s. If she catches 
a cold or has a had day, someone will replace her 
as they alw ays do. Somebody will sing the part even 
if it is the wonderful Eleanor Steber from Wheeling, 
West Virginia, who steps in at a mom ent s notice to 
save the day. 
It shows, however, how im portant opera has be­ 
come. The quarrel between Callas and the Rome Opera 
ran front page in all new spapers like a m urder or a 
Sputnik.

You m ake them his­ 
torically great. 
"The greatest scoundrel who 
ever occupied the office of P resi­ 
dent was George W ashington, if 
you read som e of the contem po­ 
rary accounts in Revolutionary 
newspapers 
at 
the 
Library 
of 
Congress. 
He 
abolished 
news­ 
papers, shut them up. 
"M edill's Chicago Tribune cov­ 
ered the G ettysburg Address and 
reprinted in full the text of Ed­ 
u a rd E verett's two-hour speech. 
It said of the other speech m ade 
that day, 
The President of the 
United 
States 
also 
spoke 
and 
made the usual ass of him self.’ 
"The papers of 1876 tried to get 
I' S. Grant im peached 
G rover 
Cleveland had a hard tim e with 
fellows like yourself. When they 
annoyed him he chased them , but 
he was too fat to catch them . 
Theodore Roosevelt was the first 
President to hold a press confer­ 
ence. 
He had special pets he’d 
give a story to. 
But Woodrow 
Wilson held the first press confer­ 
ence as we know them today. He 
was the 
greatest authority on 
American 
governm ent that 
we 
ever had 
"I had m ore fun at my press 
conferences 
than 
the reporters 
did. 
I got awful m ad at tim es, 
but in tim e I realized it does no 
good. 
Your duty is to keep the 
President and other people from 
getting out of hand. 
It was al­ 
ways 
instructive 
to 
hear 
the 
questions from reporters repre­ 
senting 
different 
parts 
of 
the 
country.” 
Frank 
Bourgholzer 
of 
NBG 
asked Mr. T rum an if he had any 
advice for the Senate com m ittee 
which is about to take up the

T rum an called out 
to him across the room.
